Stirred to White Heat of Anger. 


Mr. Taft was stirred to a white heat of | 


anger yesterday aftern by the Pinchot 
letter to Senator Dolliver\and discussed the 
communication and the measures he should 
take thereon for several hours with Secre- 
tary of State Knox, Secretary MacVeagh. 
Attorney Generel Wickersham, and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson. The disposition 
manifested at this conference was to sum- 
marily remove Pinchot and his assistaiits. 
It was decided, however, to sleep upon the 
matter. f 

At a' meeting of the cabinet this morning 
in which Secretary Ballinger participated, 
every feature of the Pinchot offense and the 


possibilities in various lines of action were 


discussed. The meeting lasted two hours 
and adjourned for luncheon. 

The cabinet reassembled in the afternoon 
for final action. During this last session 
the president dictated a letter to Mr. Pinchot 
formally dismissing him. 

The Jetter was considered from every point 


| of view and various corrections made. 


Identical letters were sent to Price and 
Shaw, 


Pinchot Refuses to Comment. 

Mr. Pinchot received the president’s letter 
at his home. He declined to make any com- 
ment upon it or to indicate what his plans 
would be, His friends, however, were not 
so reticent. They describe the president's 
letter as a piece of special pleading which 
contains absolutely erroneous statements 
and twists facts In order to sustain the action 
taken. f 

Mr. Taft said that Mr. Price went to the 
secretary of agriculture and proposed to re- 
sign on the ground that he had been engaged 
with Mr. Shaw in instigating the publication 
of attacks upon the good name of Secretary 
Ballinger and of charges of corruption 
against the interior department and land 
office. 

It is hardly necessary, according to friends 
of Mr. Price, to say he did not consider that 
in what he had done he had “ instigated "’ 
anything. He had acted only from 4 sense of 
public duty and was willing to stand or fall 
thereon. 

The president said Mr. Pinchot told Secre-

de expected from him, either in the press or 
on the floor of the.senate. 

Mr. Taft states that Mr. Pinchot acted too 
hastily in punishing his subordinates for 
their conduct by reprimand, punishment 
which Was not sufficient, and which in any 
event it wae the duty of the chief executive 
to impose. 

But Mr. Pinchot took the ground that he 
was chjef of the bureau dr forestry, and that 
it was his duty, and that of no one else, to 
discipline those under him. The intervention 
of the president or secretary of agriculture 
would have heen notice to him that he no 
longer possessed authority in his office. 


Charge of the President. 

The president says a plain intimation in 
the Pinchot letter was that he (the presi- 
dent) had reached a wrong conclusion as to 
the good faith of Secretary Ballinger and 
officers of the land office, although Pinchot 
and his subordinates only had séen the evi- 
dence of Gilavis, the accuser, and never had 
seen nor read the evidence of those accused 
or the records that they disclosed, which had 
been submitted to him. 

As a matter of fact Mr. Pinchot'had seen 
the evidence and records, and this confirmed 
him in the view he already had taken and 
caused him to speak the more forcibly in de- 
fense of Mr. Glavis. 

As to publications which Price and Shaw 
had made in the press of the Glavis charges, 
Mr. Pinchot said they acted from a high and 
unselfish sense of public duty and deliberate- 
ly chose to risk their official positions rather 
than permit what they believed to be wrong- 
ful loss of public property. 


Bagerness for Publicity. 


At another point in the letter the presi- 
dent repeats that Mr. Pinchot “solicited ”’ 
the opportunity to make @ declaration in 
cohgress for the purpose of offsetting, if 
possible, in the public mind Mr, Taft's de- 
cision in the Glavis case, supported wy the 
opinion of the attorney general. 

Senator Dolliver is tikely also to comment 
upon this allegation. But in any event it 
is known to be true that Mr. Pinchot de- 
sired that, simultaneously with the publi- 
gation of the administration's denunciation 
of Glavis and his own associates, and the 
inferential condemnation of himself, that the 
people should have an opportunity to be in- 
formed as to his side of the controversy. 

The president also makes this statement:

Based on Official Order. 
The president referred in his letter to the 
necessity of maintaining. the dignity and 


proper respect for his office on the part of his 
subordinates and added that to pass over Mr. 


Pinchot's offense would be most demoralizing 
to the discipline of the executive branch of 
the government. He based this conclusion 
upon the violation by Mr. Pinchot of the fol- 
lowing order which he issued on Nov. 26 last: 

It is hereby ordered that no bureau, office, 


partment of the government, and no officer 
of the army or navy or marine corps stationed 
in Washington, shall apply to either house of 
congress, or to any committee of either house 
of congress, or t. any member of congress, 
lor legislation, or for appropriations, or for 
congressional action of any kind, except with 


the consent and knowledge of the head of 


the department; nor shall any such person 
respond to any request for information from 
either house of congress; or any committee of 
either house of congress, of any member of 
congress, except through, or as authorized 
by, the head of his department,

Assert Order Is Hlegal. 

Members of congress assert the order quot- 
ed is Illegal, and they propose to say so on 
the floors of the two houses 6f congress. Ik 
a United State senator and chairman of the 
agricultural committee cannot interrogate 
a subordinate official without first obtaining 
the consent of the secretary of that depart- 
ment, how long, they ask, can incorruptibil- 
ity of government exist? How long will it 
be before congrese will find itself unable to 
obtain full information as to government op- 
erations and expenditures? Will not con- 
gress be placed in a position where it cannot 
act intélligently in making appropriations 
or framing legisiation? 

There are numerous precedents sustaining 
the right of congress to interrogate any gov- } 
ernment official, and Mr. Dolliver, it ts de- 
clared by his associates, did not go beyond 
his rights in asking Mr. Pinchot for a state- 
ment, nor did Mr. Pinchot tranegress a gov- 
eramentgl custom from the beginning, 
though he vf ted Mr Mr. Teft'sorder.

~ Ballinger Becomes Interested. 

On March 8, 1908, Ballinger, then commis- 
sioner of the general land office, had ap- 
peared before the house committee on public 
lands in relation to a bill introduced by Dele- 
gate Cale of Alaska. The Cale bill provided 
for the consolidation of bona fide entries on 
the Alaska coal lands. 

Commissioner 9 showed consider 
able famillarity with the thirty-three en- 
tries on the Alaskan coal lands, embracing 
5,280 acre& near the Bering river, in the 
Katalla district. He said a great many of 
the entrymen became involved in conditions 
“which, on the land office records, show a 
technical violation of the statute,” and he 
urged legislation permitting the consolida- 
tion of the entries. . 

ne committee disregarded Ballinger's 
suggestion, but a bill introduced by Senator 
Heyburn and amended at the suggestion of 
Secretary Garfield became a law. This pro- 
vided for the consolidation of claims entered 
by locators solely in their own interest and 
not as the employed agents of another. 


Ballinger as Attorney. 

Immediately after his resignation as com- 
missioner Ballinger, as attorney for the Oun- 
ninghams, filed an affidavit in explanation 
of certain passages in a private journal ob- 
tained by Glavis from Cunningham, which 
is alleged to hyve shown that the Alaskan 
claims were taken out by the Cunninghams 
in the names of dummy entrymen. The 
book is alleged to have shown the substitu- 
tion of responsible persone for dummies ” 
later on. 
| When Ballinger resigned as commissioner 
he became attorney for the Cunninghams 
and submitted a brief in the case to Secretary 
of the Interior Garfield. Section 190 of the 
revised statutes of the United States pro- 
vides that no officer or employé of the United 
States shall act as attorney or counsel for 
the prosecuting of any claim which has been 
pending in the department with which he 
was connected within two years after leaving 
the government employ. 

There had been varying decisions by former 
law officers of the government holding that 
the word claim in this statute means on 
the one hand only a monetary claim against 
the government, and on the other hand any 
claim of any description, including land 
claims. These were argued pro.and con on 
the question of Ballinger’s becoming attor- 
ney for the Cunninghams by those taking 
sides in the matter, but his opponents 
close to the ethical view of the question. 


Turns Issue te Subordinate. 

When Ballinger entered the Taft cabinet in 
March, 1000, he gave up his connection with 
the Cunningham cases and when they came 
to him as secretary of the interior he directed 
Assistant Secretary Pierce to decide all ques- 
tions relating to them. 

Assistant Secretary Pierce in May, 1900, 
signed a decision holding that the Heyburn 
law allowed the. consolidation of a certain 
character of coal claims in Alaska, which 
would have included the Cunningham claims. 
A copy of this decision went to Glavis and he 
was directed to make a report in accordance 
with it. 

On June 12 Attorney General Wickersham 
overruled the Pierce decision. The Cunning- 


| hams then preferred to stand under the old 


law, and Glavis received orders from the 
office to hurry his investigation. Later 
Special Land Agent Sheridan was placed on 
the cases, superseding Glavis. 


Glavis Appeals for Aid. 

Gla vie had protested and asked for time 
in which to complete his investigation, and 
when he found his protests unavailing he 
telegraphed to Acting Law Officer Shaw of 
the forestry service, stating that there were 
about 709 claims in the Chugach national 
forest reserve, including the’ Cunningham 
group, which were about to proceed to trial, 
and asking the codperation of the forestry 
service. | 

On July 21 Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
requested Secretary Ballinger not to fix 

es for the hearing of these claims until 
he could find out from the local forestry 
officers the full reasons for the request for 
postponement. A day later Law Officer 
Shaw of the forestry service called at the 
general land office and requested that he be 
allowed to examine the record in the cases, 
which was refused. 


Shaw Reports Refusal. 

‘Shaw reported the refusal to Associate 
Forester Price, who, with Shaw, then calied 
on Chield of Field Service Schwartz of the 
general land office. It was on this occasion 
that the statement, Pinchot is trying to 
run the interior department,“ was made.

PINCHOT TELLS OF FORESTS. 


Final Report Submitted by Official, 
Showing $3,936,297 Expendi- 
tures for the ‘Year. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—In his annual re- 
port Gifford Pinchot, as chief forester of the 
United States, shows the total expendttures 
made on account of the forestry service for 
the fiscal year ended June 80 last to be $3,936, - 
207, while the receipts from all sources cred- 
ited to the forestry. service aggregated 
$1,807,270. This latter amount was derived 
largely from the granting of grazing priv- 
Uleges and the sales of timber. 

The report says the total stand of national 
forest timber, reported last year as 390,000, 
000,000 was increased during the last year by 
10,000,000,000 feet. This goes not include the 
timber in the two national forests in Alaska, 
the extent of which is unknown, * 

During the last year special stress has been 
laid upon the work of reforesting. Upon this 


national forest land as the result of fires, in- 
discriminate cutting, and grazing, which, 
unless artificially forested, will not produce 
timber, but to restock this unwooded area 
would involve a prohibitive cost. 

However, it is stated that small areas re- 
stocked will form a. nucleus from which the 
forest will extend itself naturally. 

The total area of the national forest re- 
serves is 194,505,325 acres.

Its members 
are Ald. Utpatel, Foreman, Evana, Hey, and

Complaints were made by Ald. Jacob A. 
Hey of the Twenty-third ward and Ald. 
Henry .Utpatel of the Fifteenth ward to the: 
committee of the working conditions of 
clerks, and after a general discussion of the 
matter the committee decided to un. take 
an inquiry into what Dr. W. A. Evans termed 
“hell holes.“ . 

One of the specia} features of the investi. 
gation will be the overhead balconies used in 
the department stores, factories, and ’ busi- 
ness Offices primarily as a space saver. 


Health Impaired in Balconies. 

“I know of a case where n man had his 
health ruined by working in one of these 
balconies, said Ald. Utpatel. Eight years 
ago he was in excellent health, a robust fel- 
low. Today he is dying of tuberculosis.’*’ 

In addition to recommending legislation to 
alleviate conditions the committee probably 
will suggest the creation of an office to be 
known as a ventilating engineer. 

John M. Glenn and Charles Piez, repre- 
senting the Illinois Manufacturers assocta- 
tion, appeared before the committee io pro- 
test against Ald. Anton J. Cermak's proposed 
amendment to the ventilation ordinance with 
reference to the amount of air space neces- 
sary in working places. 

Ald, Cermak, after some discussion, with- 
drew his amendment, saying he did not desire 
to have his proposal conflict in any way with 
the state law on the matter. 


Fetherston Goes Back East. 

John T.eFetherston, the New York street 
cleaning expert, returned home without with- 
drawing his waiver to the position of Chicago 
Street superintendent for which he partici- 
pated in and won an examination last month.

The mystery of the three woolen shirts is 
still unsolved by the Woodlawn police. In- 
Spector Nicholas Hunt says: The mystery

Seek to Enjoin City from Col- 
lecting $1,000 License Fee. 


BEYOND CHARTER POWER. 


Contend Ordinance Diseriminates and 
Is Unconstitutional. 


Sixteen theaters filed a bill in the Superior 
court yesterday seeking to enjoin the city 
from enforcing an ordinance increasing the 
theater ‘license to $1,000. The proceedings 
were directed against City Collector Ernest 
J. Magerstadt, as well as the municipality. 

The case will be heard Monday or Tuesday, 
either before Judge Chetlain or Judge Dupuy. 

“In so far as it undertakes to levy such 
tax,” the bill declares, it is without the 
charter powers of said city and is Illegal and 
void, and in violation of the constitution of 
the state of. Illinois. 

“The ordinance is illegal and Void in that 
it discriminates or imposes different rates 
for licensing theaters or places of amuse- 
ment based solely upon the highest prices of 
admission charged, and that such cilassifica- 
tion has no bearing upon the regulation or 
imposing of a license fee upon such places 
of amuse ment. 

The petitioners represent that they pay 
taxes upon the same terms and conditions as 
taxes are assessed and levied upon the build- 
ings and real property in the city of Chicago 
and that each orator in HMke manner pays 
taxes upon all the personal property located 
in his theater.

if it exceeds 20 cents, but is under 30 cents, 
$250; not in excess of 20 cents, $200.

Five New Circuit Judges. 


In order to provide a sufficient number of 
judges to enable this court to be constituted, 
it will be necessary to authorize the ap- 
pointment of five additional Circuit judges, 
who, for the purposes of appointment, might 
de distributed to those circuits where there 
is at the present time the largest volume of 


business, such as the Second, Third, Fourth, | 


Seventh, and Pighth circuits.

Power to Restrain.

ing,. unless in cases where irreparable dam- 
age otherwise would ensue to the petitioner. 

A judge of that court might be empowered 
to allow. a stay of the commission's order 
for a period of not more than sixty days, but 
pending application to the court for its order 
or injunction, then only where his order shall 
contain a specific finding based upon evidence 
submitted to the judge making the orderand 
identified by reference thereto, that such ir- 
reparable damage would result to the peti- 
tioner, specifying the nature of the damage.

On Protection for the Shippor. 


It has been suggested that to meet this 
ie. oe carriers should be required, upon 
application by a shipper, to quote the legal 

e im writing, and that the shipper should 
be protected in acting upon the rate thus 
quoted; but the objection to this suggestion 
ie that it would afford a much too easy, 
method of giving to favored shippers unrea- 
sonable preferences and rebates. 

I think that the law should provide that 
a carrier, upon written request by an intend- 
ing shipper, should quote in writing the rate 
or charge applicable to the proposed ship- 
ment under any schedules or tariffs to which- 
the carrier is a party, and that it the party 
making such request suffer damage in conse- 
quence of either refusal or omission to quote 
the proper rate, or in contequence of a mis- 
statement of the rate, the carrier shall he 


| Hable to a penalty in some reasonable 


amount, say $250, to accrue to the United 
States, and to be recovered in a civil action 
brought by the appropriate district attorney. 

Such a penalty would compel the agent of 
the carrier to exercise due diligence in quot- 
ing the applicable legal rate, and thus would 
afford the shipper a real measure of protec- 
tion, while not opening the way to collusion 
and the giving of rebates or other unfair 
discrimination. 


Right of Initiative for Board. 


Under the existing law the commission only 
can act with respect to an alleged excessive 
rate or unduly discriminatory practice by a 
carrier on a complaint made by some indi- 
vidual affected thereby. I see no reason why 
the commission should not be authorized to 
act on its own initiative, as well as upon 
the complaint of an individual, in investi- 
gating the fairness of any exisiting rate or 
practice; and I recommend the amendment 
of ‘the law to so provide; and also that the 
commission shall be fully empowered, be- 
yond any question, to pass upon the classi- 
fications of commodities for purposes of fix- 
ing rateg, In like manner as it now may do 
with respect to the maximum rate applicable 
to any transportation. 

Under the existing law the commission 
may not investigate an incréase in rates until 
after it shall have become effective; and al- 
though one/or more carriers may file with the 
commission a proposed increase in rates or 
change in classifications, or other alterations 
of the existing rates or classifications, to be- 
ceme effective at the expiration of thirty 
days from such filing, no proceeding can be 
taken to investigate the reasonableness of 
such proposed change until after it becomes 
operative. 


Carrier May Delay Order. 


On the other hand, if the commission shall 
make an order finding that an existing rate is 
excessive and directing it to be reduced, the 
carrier affected may by proceedings in the 
courts, stay the operation of such order of 
reduction for months and even years. It, 
thterefore, has been suggested that the com- 
mission should be empowered, whenever a 
proposed increase in rates is filed, at once to 


enter upon an investigation of the reasonable- 


ness of the increase and t ake an order 
postponing the effective date of such increase 
until after such investigation shall be com- 
pleted. ; 

To this much objection has been made on 
the part of carriers. They contend that this 
would be, in effect, to take from the owners 
of the railroads the management of their 
properties, and te clothe the interstate com- 
merce commission with the original rate

The claim is earnestly advanced by some 
large associations of shippere that shippers 
of freight should be empowered to direct the

now empowers the commission, after hearing 
on complaint, to establish through 
and maximum joint rates to be charged, etc., 
when no reasonable or satisfactory through 
route shall have been. established already, 
be amended so as to empower the commission 
to take such action, even when one exist- 
ing reasonable and satisfactory route al- 
ready exists, if it be possible to establish ad- 
ditional routes. 

Right to Choose Routes. 

This seems to me to be a reasonable pro- 
vision. I know of no reason why a shipper 
should not have the right to elect between 
two or more established through routes to 


which the initial carrier may be a party, and“ 


to require hie shipment to be transport- 
ed “y destination over such routes as he 
may designate for that purpose, subject, 
however, in the exercise of this right to uch 
reasonable regulations as the interstate 
commerce commission may prescribe. 

The Republican ne of 1908 declared 
in favor of amendtüg the interstate com- 
merce law, but so as always to maintain the 
principle of cpmpetition between naturally 
competing lines and avoiding the common 
control of such linés by any means whatso- 
ever. 1 

One of the most potent means of exercising 
such control has been through the holding of 
stock of one railroad company by another 
company owning a competing line. This 
condition has grown up under exprees legis- 
lative power conferred by the laws of many 
states, and to attempt now to suddenly re- 
verse that policy so far as it affects the own- 
ership of stocks heretofore so: acquired 
would be to infilct a grievous injury, not 
only upon the corporations affected but upon 
a large body of the investment holding pub- 

0. 


Bars Purchase of Certain Stocks. 


I. however, recommend that the law Shall 
amended so as to provide that from and 
after the date of its passage no railroad 
company subject to the interstate commerce 
act shall, directly or indirectly, acquire any 
interests of any kind in capital stock or pur- 
chase or lease any railroad or any other 
corporation which competes with it re- 
specting business to which the interstate 
commerce act applies. 

But, especially for the protection of the 
minority stockholders, in securing to them 
the best market for their stock, I recommend 
that such prohibition be coupled with a pro- 
viso that it shall not operate to prevent 
any corporation which at the date of the 
passage of such act shall own not less than 
one-half of the entire issued and outstand- 
ing capital stock of any other rallfoad com- 
pany from acquiring all or the remainder 
of such stock, nor to prohibit any railroad 
company which at the date of the enactment 
of the law is operating a railroad of any 
other corporation under lease, executed for 
a term of not less than twenty-five years, 
from acquiring the reversionary ownership 
of the demised railroad; but that such pro- 
visions shall not operate to authorize or 
validate the acquisition, through stock own- 
ership or otherwise, of a competing line or 
interest therein in violation of the anti- 
trust or any other law. 


Regarding Overissue of Stocks. 


The Republican platform of 1008 further 
declares in favor of such national legislation 
and supervision as will prevent the future 
overissue of stocks and bonds by interstate 
carriers. In order to carry out its provisions; 
I recommend the enactment of a law pro- 
viding that no railroad corporation subject 
to the interstate commerce act shal] here- 
after, for any purpose connected with or re- 
lating to any part of its business governed 
by said act, issue any capital stock without 
previous or simultaneous payment to it of 
not less than the par value of such stock, or 
any bonds or other obligations (except notes 
maturing not more than one year from the 
date of their issue), without the previous or 
simultaneous payment to such corporation of 
not less than the par value of such bonds, or 
other obligations, or, if issued at less than 
their par value, then not without such pay- 
ment of the reasonable market value of such 
bonds. or obligations as ascertained by the 
interstate commerce commission; and that 
no property, services, or other thing than 
money, shall be taken in payment to such 
carrier corporation, of the par or other re- 
quired price of such stock, bond, or other 
obligation, except at the fair value of such 
property, services, or other thing as ascer- 
tained by the commission; and that such act 
also shall contain provisions to prevent the 
abuse by the improvident or improper issue 
of notes maturing at a period not exceeding 
twelve months from date, in such manner as 


to commit the commission to the approval of 


a larger amount of stock or bonds in order to 
retire such notes than legitimately should 
have been required. 


Provides for Approval by Board. 


Such act also should provide for the ap- 
proval by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion of the amount of stock and bonds to be 
issued by any railroad company subject to 
this act upon any reorganization, pursuant 
to judicial sale or other legal proceedings, in 
order to prevent the issue of stocks and bonds 
to an amount in excess of the fair value of 
the property which is the subject of such 
reorganization. 

I believe these suggested modifications in 
and amendments to the interstate commerce 
act would make it a complete and effective 
measure for securing reasonableness of rates 
and fairness of practices in the operation 
of interstate railroad lines, without undue 
preference to any individual or class over 
any others; and would prevent the recur- 


rence of many of the practices which have 
given rise in the past to so much public in- 


convenience and loss. 


Bill Drafted by Attorney General. 

By my direction the attorney general has 
drafted a bill to carry out these reccmmen- 
dations, which will be furnished upon request 
to the appropriate committee whenever it 
may be desired.

The increase in the capital of a business | 
for the purpose of réducing the cost Of pro- 


duction and effecting economy in the man- general 


ement has become as essential in modern 
— as the change from the hand tool 
to the machine. When, therefore, we come 
to construe the object of congress in adopt- 
ing the so-called Sherman anti-trust act, 


in 1890, whereby in the first section every | 


contract, combination in the form of a trust 


or otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint of 
interstate or foreign trade or commerce, is. 


condemned as unlawful and made subject to 
indictment and restraint by injunction; and 


whereby in the second section every monop- 


oly or attempt to monopolize, and every com- 
bination or conspiracy with other persons to 
monopolize any part of interstate trade or 
commerce, is denounced as illegal and made 
subject to similar punishment or restraint, 
we must infer that the evil aimed at was not 
the mere bigness of the enterprise, but it was 
the aggregation of capital and plants with 
the express or implied intent to restrain 
interstate or foreign commercé, or to monop- 
olize it in whole or in part. . 


Monopoly Destroys Competition. 

Monopoly destroys competition utterly, 
and the restraint of the full and free opera- 
tion of competition has a tendency torestrain 
commerce and trade. A combination of per- 
sons formerly engaged in trade as partner- 
ships or corporations or otherwise of course 
eliminates the competition that existed be- 
tween them; but the incidental ending of that 
competition is not to be regarded ne 
as a direct restraint of trade, unless of such 
an embracing’ character that the intention 
and effect to restrain trade are apparent 
from the circumstances, or are expressly 
deciared to be the object of the combination. 
A ere incidental restraint of trade a 
competition i¢ not within the inbibition of 
the act, but it is where the combination or 
conspiracy or contract is inevitably and di- 
rectly a substantial restraint of conipetition 
and so a restraint of trade that the statute 
is violated. 

The second section of the act is a supple- 
ment of the first. A direct restraint of trade 
such as is condemned in the first section, if 
successful and used to suppress competition, 
is one of the commonest methods of securing 
a trade monopoly, condemned in the second 
section. 


“Good: Trusts” Are Possible. 

It is possible for the owners of a business 
of manufacturing and selling useful articles 
of merchandise so to conduct their business 
as not to violate the inhibitions of the anti- 
trust law and yet to secure to themselves 
the benefits of the economies of management 
and of production due to the concentration 
under one control of large capital and many 
plants. 
than the constant bow price of their product 
and its good quality to attract custom, and 
their business is a profitable one, they violate 
no law. 

If their uctual competitors are small in 
comparison with the total capital invested, 
the prospect of new investments of capital 
by others in such a profitable business i< 
sufficiently near and potential to restrain 
them in the prices at which they sell their 
product. ort 

But if they attempt by à use of.their 
ponderating capital and by a sale of their 
goods temporarily at unduly low prices to 
drive out of business their-competitors, or if 
they attempt by exclusive contracts with 
their patrons and threats of nondeal- 
ing except upon such contracts, or 
by other methods of a similar char- 
acter, to use the largeness of their re- 
sources and the extent of their output com- 
pared with the total output as a means of 
comrelling custom and frightening off com- 
petition, then they disclose a purpose to re- 
strain trade and to establish a monopoly 
and violate the act. 


Object Was to Stop Abuses. 

The object of the anti-trust law was to 
suppress the abuses of business of the kind 
desired. It was not to interfere with a great 
volume of capital which, concentrated under 
one organization, reduced the cost of produc- 
tion and made its profit thereby, and took 
no advantage of its size by methods akin to 
duress to stifie competition with it. 

I wish to make this distinction as emphatic 
as possible, because I conceive that nothing 
could happen more destructive to the prop- 
erty of this country than the loss of that 
great economy in production which has been 
and will be effected in all manufacturing 
lines by the employment of large capital 
under one managem@t. I do not mean to 
say that there is not a Hmit beyond which 
the economy of management by the enlarge- 
ment of plant ceases; and where this happens 
and combination continues beyond this 
point, the fact shows intent to monopolize 
and not to economize. . 


Many Combinations Failed. 

The original purpose of many combina- 
tions of capital in this country was not con- 
fined to the legitimate and proper object of 
reducing the cost of production. On the con- 
trary, the history of most trades will show 
at times a feverish desire to unite by pur- 
chase, combination, or otherwise all the 
plants in the country engaged in the man- 
ufacture of a particular kind of goods. . The 
idea was rife that thereby a monopoly could 
be effected and a control of prices brought 
about which would inure to the profit ot 
those engaged in the combination. 

The path of commerce is strewn with tall 


ures of such combinations. Their projectors 


found that the union of all the plants did not 
prevent competition, especially where proper 
economy had not been pursued in the pur- 
chase and in the conduct of the business 


after the aggregation was complete. There 


were enough, however, of such successful 
combinations to arouse the fears of good 
patriotic.men as to the result of a continu- 
ance of this movement toward the concen- 
tration in the hands of a few of the absolute 
control of the prices of all manufactured 
products. | 


Prosecutions Soon Begun, 

The anti-trust statute was passed in 1890 
and prosecutions soon were begun under it 
In the case of the United States vs. Knight. 
known as the sugar trust case,“ because 
of the narrow scope of the pleadings the 
combination sought to be enjoined was held 


not to be included within the prohibition of 


the act, because the averments did not go 
beyond the mere acquisition of manufactur. 
ing plants for the refining of sugar, and did

and suggesting therefore the wiedom of

A 
reading of the opinions of the Supreme court, 
however, makes thechange unneceseary, for 
they exclude from the operation of the act 
contracts affecting interstate trade in but a 
small and incidental way, and apply the 


statute only to the real evil aimed at by 


congress. 
Constructions by Supreme Court. 
The statute has been on the statute book 
now for two decades, and the Supreme court 
in more than a dozen opinions has construed 
it in application to various phases of busi- 
ness combinations and in reference to vari- 
ous subjects-matter. It has applied it to the 
union under one contro] of two competing 
interstate railroads, to joint traffic arrange- 
ments between several interstate railroads, 
to private manufacturers engaged in a plain 


attempt to control prices and suppress com- 
) petition in a part of the country, including a 


dozen. stateg, and to many other combina- 
tions affecting interstate trade. The value 
of a statute which is rendered more and 
more certain in its meaning by a series of 
decisions of the Supreme court furnishes a 
strong reason for leaving the act as it is, 
to accomplish its useful purpose, even if, 
were it being newly enacted, useful sug- 
gestions as to change of phrase might be 
made. 

It is the duty and the purpose of the execu- 
tive to direct an investigation by thedepart- 
ment of justice, through the grand jury or 
otherwise, into the history, organization, and 
purposes of all the industrial companies 
with respect to which there is any reason- 
able ground for suspicion that they have 
been organized for a purpose, and are con- 
ducting business on a plan which is in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust law. The work is a 
heavy one, but it is not beyond the power of 
the department of justice, if sufficient funds 
are furnished to carry on the investigations 
and to pay the counsel engaged in the work. 


Seeks an Easy Way Out. 

But such investigation and possible prose- 
cution of corporations whose prosperity or 
destruction affects the comfort not only of 
stockholders but pf millions of wage earn- 
ers, employés,. and associated tradesmen 
necessarily must tend to disturb the confi- 
dence of the business community, to dry up 
the now flowing sources of capital f om its 
places of hoarding, and produce a halt in our 
present prosperity that will cause suffering 


and strajhed circumstances among the in- 


nocent fhany 
few. \ 

The inet which I wish in this message 
to bring clearly to the consideration and 
discussion of congress is whether in order 
to avoid such a possible business danger 
something cannot be done by which these 
business combinations may be offered a 
means, without great financial disturbance, 
of changing the character, organization and 
extent of their business into one within. the 
Hnes of the law under federal control and 
supervision, securing compliance with the 
anti-trust statute. 

Generally in the industrial combinations 
called trusts the principal business is 
the sale of goods, in many states and in for- 
eign markets; in other words, the interstate 
and fore business far exceed the business 
done in any one state. This fact will justify 
the federal government in granting a federal 
charter to such a combination to make and 
sell in Interstate and foreign commerce the 
products of useful manufacture under such 
limitations as will secure a compliance with 
the anti-trust law. 


Possible to Frame Statute. 


It is possible so to frame a statute that whfle 
it. offers protection. a federal company 
against harmful, vexatious, and unnecessary 
invasion by the states, it shall subject it to 
reasonable taxation and control by the states, 
with respect to its purely local business. 

Many people conducting great businesses 
have cherished a hope and a belief that in 
some way or other a line may be drawn be- 


tor the faults of the gullty 


tween good trusts’ and bad trusts and 


that it is possible by amendment to the anti- 
trust law to make a distinction under which 
good combinations may be permitted to or- 
ganize, suppress competition, control prices, 
and do it all legally if only they do not abuse 
the power by taking too great profit out of the 
business. 

They point with force to certain notoriour 
trusts as having grown into power through 
criminal methods, by the use of illegal] re- 
bates, and plain cheating, by various acts 
utterly violative of business honesty or mor- 
ality, and urge the establishment of some 
legal line of separation by which “ criminal 
trustg’’ of this kind cay be punished, and they, 
on the other hand, be permitted under the law 
to carry on their business. 


Law Sees No Distinction. 


Now the public, and especially the business 
public, ought to rid themselves of the idea 
that such a distinction is practicable or can 
be introduced into the statute. Certainly un- 
der the present anti-trust law no such dis- 
tinction exists. It has been proposed, how- 
ever, that the word“ reasonable should be 
made a part of the statute and then it should 
be left to the court to say what is a reason- 
abl» restraint of trade, what is a reasonable 
suppression of competition; what is a rea- 
sonable monopoly. 

I venture to think that this is to put into 
the hands of the court a power impossible 
to exercise on any considerable principle 
which will insure the uniformity of decision 
essential to just judgment. It is to thrust

J. T. Harahan, president of the Illinois 
Central—I haven’t had time to read the mes- 

e, but you may quote me as saying that 

legislation would be far better than any- 
thing the president could suggest. What 
the railroads desire most of all is to be let 
alone. 

W. W. Mudge, president of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific—While I have not 
read the message thoroughly I can’t say that 
I see anything objectionable init. Personally 
I feel that the roads have had enough legis- 
jlation, but if we must have some more I 
think the president’s scheme is about as good 
as we can expect. 

C. E. Schaff, vice president of the Michigan 
Central and the Big Four—I haven't read the 
message except in a casual way, and am not 
prepared to make a statement. However, I 
don't think there is any objection the roads 
can make. I am not one of those who feel 
that the roads have a right to be exempted 
from legislation, and I feel confident the 
president wishes to do the right thing not 
only by the people but by the roads as well. 


Thinks Message Is Fair. 

Darius Miler, 'vice president of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy—I consider the 
president's message a fair, judicial recom- 
mendation. I don’t think the roads will have 
any occasion to be alarmed at the sugges- 
tions it contains. 

S. M. Felton, president of the Chicago and 
Great Western—I have read the message, but 
until I have had time to think it over I must 
decline to make any statement. As to wheth- 
er I think the position taken by the presi- 
dent will prove alarming to the roads, I must 
refuse to answer. Later on I may issue a 
statement, but for the present I shall say 
nothing. 

George T. Nicholson, vice president of the 
Santa Fé—In the absence of Mr. Ripley, pres- 
ident of the Santa Fé, I do not wish to dis- 
cuss the message. I have my opinion of it, 
of course, but it would not be in harmony 
with the policy of the road for me to make 
a statement. 

W. L. Ross, vice president of the Chicago 
and Alton—I don’t see any occasion for much 
additional Jegislation, as I think the less 
agitation and the less legislation, the better. 
The original intent of the Hepburn law was 
to prevent discrimination and rebating, and 
that has been accomplished. I don't see 
the necessity for a special court for the rail- 
roads, nor for the interstate commerce com- 

to initiate inquiries without com- 
ts. I see no objection to allowing ship- 
pers to fix the routes for their shipments. 


Business Men Approve It.

Not only should 
the working giris.of this city strike, but 
those of Philadelphia, Chicago, and other 
large cities. 

“A national strike for working girle for 
enforcement of women’s rights in the in- 
dustrial field would be the proper thing to 
my way of thinking.

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“3.5.8” Messages Bring Aid 


a 2 to Arizona, Imprisoned in 


Ice, After Explosion. 


|PASSENGERS IN ALARM. 


Fear Disaster 80 Miles from Chi- 
eago Until Another Steamer 
Reaches the Scene. 


An explosion of the cylinder heads of its 
engines crippled the steamer Arizona of the 
Goodrich line thirty miles northeast of Chi- 
cago at 10 o'clock last night. 

Clouds of steam settled over the boat and 
until the exact nature of the damage was as- 
certained the crew and the twenty passen- 
gers aboard were in fear for their lives. 

The wireless operator, George Sczpanek, 
ran from ‘his room at the sound of the ex- 
plosion and on finding the nature of the ac- 
cident returned to his instrument to-send out 
the signal for help: S—6—S. 

It was caught in Chicago at the Congress 
hotel station of the United Wireless company 
and a few minutes later the operator heard 
the Indiana of the Goodrich line answer tha 


eall. 
Help Is Near at Time. 

The Arizona and the Indiana left Chicago 
within half an hour of each other early in 
the evening, the former bound for Mus- 
kegon and Grand Haven, and the latter for 
Milwaykee. 

Their courses divided at the harbor mouth, 
but the two boats were only two hours’ run 
apart when the Arizona was disabled. 

At 12:30 o'clock this morning the Indiana 
reached the Arizona, and both boats reported 
to Chicago. During the wait for the Indigna 
frequent Messages from Capt. Taylor of the 
Arizona kept Chicago in touch with condi- 
tions. on board the boat. Panic soon was 
allayed. Strain on the engines in fighting 
the ice is blamed for the accident. 

The Indiana did not attempt to tow its 
sister boat, but waited for the coming of 
the Iowa, south bound from Milwaukee, 
which will tow the Arizona back to Chicago 
this morning. 


Breaks Way Through Ice. 

Another lake steamer, the Puritan, ice 
bound throughout Thursday night, broke its 
way free late yesterday and reached harbor 
last night. 

Two others, the Flora M. Hill and the City 
of Marquette, are fast in the ice outside 
Kenosha harbor. Two tugs are caught with 
them. Few if any passengers are said to 
be aboard the vessels. 

The ice bound steamers are owned by the 
Hill Boat company. Dynamite was used last 
night to break the ice at the opening of the 
harbor with a view of releasing the sieamers 
and tugs: The Flora M. Hill is on its first 
trip. The boat formerly was the government 
tender Dahlia. The steamers have not been 
damaged and the crews are in no danger. 

The Puritan, which is owned by the Graham 
& Morton line, docked at 7:15 o'clock p. m. 
It carried but one passenger, W. H. Morton, 
general manager of the company, who left 
Chicago for ee Harbor at noon on 
Thursday. 

Rescue Tug Still Absent. 


The tug Dickens was dispatched to the 
aid of the steamer after a wireless message 
asking for aid had been received at the Chi- 
cago office of the steamship company. While 
the tug was en route the steamer backed 
out and was on the return trip to Chicago. 
The tug at a Jate hour had not reported in. 
It had not been sighted by the Puritan. 

The Puritan left Chicago carrying no 
freight.,. As it neared the Michigan shore the 
ice in the lake became thicker and for many 
hours the steamer battled the immense floes. 
Slow headway was made for a time, but 
after midnight it was found that with the 
engines churning the water the boat stood 
still. 

Capt. John M. Crawford, seeing the use- 
lessness of the attempts to reach Benton 
Harbor, tried to back out of the ice and get 
back to Chicago. 

After an all night watch, during which 
every member of the crew and Mr. Morton 
staid awake in fear of disaster, the wifeless 
call for help was dispatched early in the 
morning. Messages already had been re- 
ceived from Benton Harbor saying that the 
lake there was frozen over so that no boat 
could land. 


CLEVELAND BANK’S FAILURE , 
STIRS IRE OF GOV. HARMON. 


Ohio Executive to Aid Prosecution of 
Those Responsible for Big Loans to 
Defunct Werner Company. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. . 7.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Harmon today took a hand in the South 
Cleveland Banking company failure. The 
governor has known of the condition of the 
bank since Superintendent Seymour of the 
state banking department made his exam- 
ination on Sept. 24. 

Seymour reported to Harmon the condi- 
tions he found in the bank and, after a study 
of the situation, both concluded the best 
thing to do was to permit the bank to con- 
tinue business and compel it to call in its 
excessive loans. 

“The bank’s condition and failure re- 
sulted from its being dominated by one 
man,” safd the governor. ‘‘ That man is its 
president. There is nothing I can do di- 
rectly, but I will stand behind Seymour in 
any action he takes in the prosecutfon, and 
he will go the limit. He will furnish the 
Cuyahoga county prosecutor with all the 
evidence in his possession.”’ 

Prosecutor Cline summoned to his office | 
today officers of the banking company. Crim- | 
inal prosecutions may be instituted. Presi- 
dent U. G. Walker admitted today that he 
took upon himself the full responsibility for 
lending $1,100 000 of the bank's money to the 
Werner company, the Akron publishing firm 
now in à receiver’s hands.

In the face of continued cold weather, the 
railroads yesterday made herculean efforts 
to hasten the transportation of coal to Chi- 
cago. Practically all roads issued orders 
to give coal the preference over all freight 
except live stock and perishable ghipments, 
and, if circumstances demand it, everything 
will be waived and coal rushed to the eity. 
At present this radical action is not neces- 
sary, it is claimed. But, while the transpor- 
tation men were making the assertion, the 
beard of education was complaining the 
public schools had been suffering as a result 
of the fuel shortage. 


The coal dealers and manufacturers were 
told by the’‘railroads that the difficulty was 
in delivering the coal after it reached the 
outlying terminals because of the conges- 
tion of the belt line through cold weather. 

The temperature moderated greatly in the 
afternoon and evening and the predictions 
are that it will continue until tonight, when 
the mercury will descend, but not to the ex- 
tremes of zero weather. 


The railroad men insisted they were able 
to bring in enough coal.to supply immediate 
demands of industries, but saw no prospect 
of general relief until a decided moderation 
of weather conditions arrived. Household- 
ers are in no danger, however, the coal scar-

Coal 
bins at the schools reported absolutely empty 
were furnished some coal last Sunday, and 
in some instances it was said that drivers 
forced open doors to deliver coal in the ab- 
sence of the school engineers. 

Members of the committee expressed the 
opinion that much Interior coal was being 
furnished the schools and called upon Mr. 
Peabody to specify the kind and quality of 
each load delivered. This the coal dealer re- 
fused at first to do, but finally promised to 
do his best to furnish the information. 


Tells of Emergency Measure. 

“I delivered some coal last Sunday under 
an arrangement with Mr. Patterson, the act- 
ing chief gineer,’’ Mr. Peabody began. 
‘In some Instances the schools were not 
open and the drivers forced the doors in order 
to make the delivery. We were forced to 
make these deliveries without receipts at a 
risk of not being able to collect, but we did 
this because some of the schools were abso- 
lutely out of coal, 

We had to put in coal, for there were 
some schools that had none. We pay the 
teamsters double for their time on Sundays, 
and want ta know what to do if the engineera 
are not there next Sunday to receive it.“ | 

‘You might dump it on the ground.“ sug- 
gested Joseph Downey, chairman of the com- 
mittee.

we did,“ was the answer. 


We have reports today that there are

business manager of the schoo! board insists 
that the coal be weighed on school Scales. 


“Delivers Coal at Loss.” 


T realize that Iam breaking our contract 
every day, and, therefore, have no right to 
demand anything under it. It is asking too 
much, though, for our drivers to hunt up 
scales, because the schools have not kept 
them in repair. 

We are delivering this coal at a loss. 
Where the contract calls for Indiana lump we 
are delivering Pocahontas and Hocking val- 
ley coal.“ 

When asked to what extent tKe coal dellv- 
ered was not the kind prescribed in the con- 
tract, Mr. Peabody replied: 

* We are delivering about 60per cent ag re- 
quired. About 40 per cent of the coal we 
have been furnishing schools during the last 
three weeks costs us from 60 cents to a dol- 
lar more than we get for It. 

‘*We are also delivering coal that is not 
up to the contract quality, and are willing to 
stand the penalty. We are delivering every- 
thing we can get, and it is all marked out as 
‘lump coal.’ 

„We have hired every teamster we can 
get, bought every horse and coal wagon we 
can buy, and we have bought out two team- 
ing concerns during the last three weeks at 
a cost of 350,000.“ 

“What are you trying to do? Corral the 
business?“ asked Mr. Downey, smiling. 

„% No, we had the business corraled be- 
fore, was the reply. 


Would Pay for Release. 


Are you losing money on this contract? 

I will give the board $10,000 to let me 
out of the contract.“ 

„ think we will leave this matter of 
wefghing in the hands of Mr. Guilford, our 
business manager,“ said Mr. Downey. 

J don’t think you could leave it in the 
hands of a harder taskmaster, was Mr. 
Peabody's answer. 


“TY have instructed the engineers to re- 


port the kind of coal delivered, but I think 


Mr. Peabody ought to give us the kind de- 


livered at each school,” said the business 
manager. 

“We are delivering much coal that is 
worth $4.50 a ton on the market to the schools 
for $2.88," said Mr. Peabody. I don’t know 
why there should be any difficulty about this. 
I admit that we are delivering some that is 
onty $1.50 coal.“ 

With a partial understanding of the com- 
mittee’s intentions the coal dealer moved 
away from the conference table and began 
putting on his coat. 


Says It Doesn't Look Right. 


„It doesn’t look right to me.“ said Dr. Me- 
Fatrich of the board. If they were deliver- 
ing a greater quantity of the $3.50 or $4.50 
coal than they are of the $1.50 they would be 
willing to tell us what kind is in each load. 
I cannot see any reason why they should not 
tell.“ 

Chairman Downey called Mr. Peabody back 
and said: 

“Mr, Peabody, we want you to put on the 
ticket the kind of coal in each load. Mark 
every load of coal what it is."’ 

„We will say whether it is lump or mine 
run and will do all we can tocomply withthe 
order,“ said Mr. Peabody withdrawing from 
the committee room. n

It occupies the 
center of the hotel and has a skylight open- 
ing upon a court above, around which are 
rows of rooms on each floor. The tables are 
all small, seating four or six. On each table 
are a glass vase of flowers, a receptacle for 
matches, and a little stand with three com- 
partments, one for salt, one for paprika, and 
the center one for toothpicks of generous 
size. When I entered one chair at one-third 
of the tables had been so placed as to suggest 
that the table had been reserved. The in- 
tensity of the reservation depended, of 
course, upon the impression one makes on 
the head waiter. 

I selected an undoubted Magyar who from 
appearance and garb might easily bea minor 
county official as the victim of especial obser- 
vation, and in telling you what he did I de- 
ecribe what Hungary does when it dines. As 
he entered he looked the room over carefully 
and calmly and selected his table with the 
same care that he might easily command in 
his vision the entire room. He sits down 
slowly, or perhaps one might say automat- 
ically, plants his elbows on the table, looks 
around, picks up the napkin which he has 
found on the plate, carefully wipes his plate, 
knife, fork, unfolds the napkin, placing one 
corner of it in his collar at the Wack of his 
neck, and spits under the table. All this has 
taken five minutes. The waiters have paid 
no attention to him. He humps his shoul- 
ders and gets the walter's attention. 


Begins with a Drink. 

The waiter brings a dish of bread, a bill of 
fare, and departs. A boy comes aldng, aged 
12, takes the gentleman's order for a drink. 
He has evidentiy ordered a spritaer, for in 
a moment the boy returns with a large glass 
of faded, pale wine. It is really wine and 
seltzer water, price 4 cents. 


see him eat it. He takes a long draught of 
Spritzer. From /bis vest pocket he takes 
out a little case, removes therefrom a tiny 
brush with which he carefully: brushes his 
mustache. He examines everybody in the 
room, which now begins to fill up, paying 
especial attention to the two or three women 
who have entered. He not only examines 
these women but looks them over from top 
to bottom, carefully, slowly, and critically; 
has the boy bring another spritzer; again 
wipes his knife, fork, and plate; brushes his 
mustache; scrutinizes His tellow diners. 
He now deeides that it is time to eat, again 
humps himself and gets the attention of 
a waiter. His first course is soup. This is 
‘followed by paprika chicken, which isia sort 
Ol stew aud looks as tivugh the chicken 
had been boiled in its own blood, but it has 
not, for the red color is paprika, and itis a 
Food dish, too. He eats his chicken with his 
fingers, of both hands. What he doesn't eat 


each article of food, as it comes aiong, he 
turns over carefully and slowly as though 
he were looking tor something. He winds 
up with either a bit of layer cake or four or 
five Kugler, little patisserie of a famous 
Budapest tirth which circulate freely through 
Hungary, or a bit of cheese and radish. 


Picks Teeth After Zach Course. 

In the meantime he has examined every 
newcomer in detail, paying especial atten- 
tion to the ladies. He has picked his teeth 
between each course, and there s a mechan- 
ical motion to his movements which is rhyth- 
mic and certain. He could find his mouth in 
the dark. He never orders more than one 
course at a time, partakes bountifully of 
paprika and musiaid, Which he especially 
orders. 

It is now time to settle with the waiters. 
This often requires great patience, for one 
may be obliged to wait twenty minutes be- 
fore one can secure the attention of the only 
| waiter to whom one may pay one’s bill. This 
man is: of great Importance and thoroughly 
businesslike when once he condescends to 
serve you. He removes from an inner pocket 
a large, thick wallet. From this he takes 
a slip of paper and computes your bill, item 
by item. He makes change from an elon- 
gated leathern bag which he carries con- 
cealed behind the tails of his coat. This bag 
contains compartments for coins of various 
denominations. ; 

The stranger in Hungary is always at a los 
to know how much this dignigary should re- 
ceive. Not so our friend here. Furthermore, 
he has been in no wise annoyed by the lapse 
of time between the moment when he decided 
to pay his bill and the actual time when he 
pays it. It is the custom of the country, 
and he is unconscious of the lapse « time, 
for, in the meantime, he has inspected several 
newcomers, heard another piece of czigany 
music, rebrushed his mustache, and again 
det his teeth in order. 


Tipping System Complicated. 

He knows, to one-fifth of a cent, how much 
the waiter or the paymaster is to receive— 
and the curious thing is that his portion is 
considerably greater. than that of the man 
who brings you your food or that of the boy 
who brings you your drink, for his position 
is. one of responsibility; he not only pays 
| breakages and loss but provides the salt and 
paprika and the toothpicks. For the food 
server and the drink server are deposited on 
the table in two little piles their sums, com- 
puted to the fraction of a cent, the larger for 
the big man, the smaller one for the little boy. 
| When I left the dining room a few minutes 

before 10 there were fifty-three diners, in- 
cluding three women. Of the men, eleven were 
ip ficers, resplendent with gold braid and 
medais of assorted sizes, with close cropped 
hair and white kid gloves. Every man in the 


these two, one is a Greek oriental priest 
with a heavy beard, and the other a would-be 
artist. Three men wear eyeglasses; two of 
them are officers. I think without exception 
every man in the room smoked and all drank 
| either wine or beer. The women—there were 
five of them during the entire evening—were 
all dressed in White; well and snugly dressed. 


Band Leader Knows the Guests. 
The habitués of the hotel are all favorites 
ot the leader of the gipsy band and greet 
him as an old friend when they enter. They 
also know the head waiter and greet him 
as they enter, and as the proprietor moves 
about, rubbing his hands in a characteristic 


salutation to each one of these and chats. 
The waiters are not as good as they might 
be, but better than one expects, but when 
the band strikes up some favorite, truly 
cfigany music, it is then that the waiter 
ceases to be a waiter, edges over toward the 
band, and with his eyes glued upon the leader 
stands lost in abstraction. The gipsy mu- 
sicians, all fiddlers but two, and of these, one 
has a ‘cello and the other a bass violin, are 
dressed like gentlemen, even to the curl of 
their mustache and their closely cropped 


‘sleepy as though they had slept in a barn. 
Atter a dinner of two hours, comes the 
café, often an all night performance.

BURNS ATTACKS TARIFFS. 


Labor Leader Declares Self in 
Favor of Parliament for 
the Irish. 


LONDON, Jan. 7.—The first serious disaster 
of the political campaign, which caused one 
death and injuries to many persons, occurred 
in the eastern section of London tonight. 
The Irish league had called a meeting in the 
town hall in Cable street. A great crowd was 
besieging the hall and with the arrival of 
the procession of the members of the Irish 
league, escorting the Liberal candidate, Mr 
Benn, the congestion became so great that 
the railings around the hall collapsed and a 
score of persons fell into the area, which was 
several feet deep’ The meeting was aban- 
doned. 

The energy of the campaign, by speech and 
by letter, is undiminished. Lord Lansdowne, 
at Salisbury, and Lord Curzon of Kedleston, 
at Brighton, challenged the validity of the 
law which provides that members of the 
house of lords may not, after the election 
writs are issued, which will occur Monday, 
take part in the campaign.

May Change Immigration Law. 


It became known today that Canadian offi- 
clals are working upon important changes of 
the dominion immigration law, which will 
make restrictions. more severe ahd will put 
the two neighboring countries on practically 
the same basis as to most immigrant regu- 
lations. 

Canadian amendments will be drawn to 
conform closely to the American law. One 
point on which legislation is needed is that 
relative to the deportation of aliens who 
enter Canada by way of New York or other 
American ports. Canada deports many aliens 
through New York, but lacks effective legis- 
lation covering the point. Regulations for 
examinations at the port of entry will also 
be made more stringent. 

In the four months since the Canadian

‘MADRIZ FRIENDLY TO UV. 8. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—President Ma- 
driz of Nicaragua, in a message received at 
the state department late today, declares 
that the resentment shown by the govern- 
ment and people of the United States de- 
cause of the execution of Groce and Cannon, 
American citizens, was justified. 

The telegram stated that Madriz had asked 
Rear Admiral Kimball to inform the United 
States government that after a persona! 
study of the circumstances attending the 
execution of Groce and Canhon he lamented 
the act. : | 

President Madriz declared the deed illegal. 
This expression may prove of great signifi- 
cance. It is taken here to mean a possible 
demand upon Mexico, or upon some other 
country if Zelaya should leave Mexico, for 
the extradition of the former present, by 
whose erders Groce and Cannon were exe- 
cuted. There is a provision of the Nica- 
raguan constitution under which a president 
of that country may be prosecuted criminal 
ly for unlawful acts. 


Britons Forbid Greytown Fight. 

The majority of houses in Greytown being 
owned by British subjects; there must be no 
fighting within that town. If any does take 
place there, I shall consider myself at liberty 
to land a strong armed party and guns to 
stop it.” 

This is the substance of a note reported by 
Consul Moffat at Bluefields to have been sent 
by the commander of the British ship Scylia, 
now at Greytown.. Nicaragua, to Generals 
Estrada and Hurlado, commanding the revo- 
lutionary and government forces, respec- 
tively. 

This action on the part of the British com- 
mander injects a new element into the mili- 
tary situation in eastern Nicaragua, and in 
all probability will result in Estrada moving 
his army immediately westward with Ma- 
nagua for its ultimate destination.

COPENHAGEN, Jan. 7.— Popular ‘anger 
has been excited here by an apparently 
authenticated statement that one of the uni- 
versity professors was aware, before Dr.

Wincty of Defendants Plead Not | 


Guilty to the Charges of 
Conspiracy. 


New York, Jan. 7—Another paper associa- 
tion, formed by John H. Parks, who pleaded 
guilty and pald a fine of $4,000 for his con- 
nection with the so-called über and manila 
pool, was indicted by the federal grand jury 
in New York today, charged with being an 
illegal combination in restraint of trade. 

The federation is the Paper Board associa- 
tion, comprising 140 prominent paper manu- 
facturers, who are indicted individually, in 
addition to the indictment returned against 
the association as such. 

The indictment today is one of many rami- 
fications of the investigation the government 
instituted against paper manufacturers. The 
conviction of Parks brought about the dis- 
solution of the Fiber and “Manila agsocia- 
tion, whose members were fined $2,000 each, 
and the action against the Paper Board as- 
sociation is following similar lines. A third 
proceeding, directed against news print man- 
ufacturers, is now before the grand juty. 

Ninety of the defendants named in today’s 
indictments were represented in court, and 

en behalf of all a plea of not guilty was 


entered, with permission to withdraw it 


within three weeks. Bench warrants were 


~ tssued for the defendants not present. 


Charges in the Indictments. 

Rigid were the rules that bound the mem- 
bers of the association to adhere to prices 
agreed upon, according to the wording of the 
indictment. It recites that the association 
was organized in 1905, with headquarters in 
New York, and that prices were fixed at the 
quarterly meetings. These prices were not 


to be changed or departed from except by 


unanimous vote of the me rship. The 
amount of trade each member was to enjoy 
was carefully apportioned, while a liberal} 
tax was levied to pay the expenses of the 
association. 

The members have adhered strictly to the 
agreements mapped out, according to the 
indictment, which has prevented, elim- 
inated, and destroyed competition by flxtng 
arbitrary and noncompetitive prices.“ These 
prices, it is further charged, were greatly 
in excess of prices that would have been 
fixed by natural competition, thus levying 
“an unlawful tax upon the people of the 
United States, amounting to $5,000,000 an- 
nually.”

The second step was taken yesterday in the 
execution of the plan to give Chicago a com- 
peting telephone system. 

Following the meeting on Thursday of the 
‘reorganization committee of the Chicago 
Subway company and the receivérs of the 
Tunnel and Terminal companies, It was an- 
nounced yesterday that a contract had been 
drawn under which the Automatic Electric 
company is to install immediately 20,000 tele- 


This will only be a beginning, according to 


‘the financiers who are backing the enterprise. 


More central exchanges will be added as fast 
as subscribers can be obtained and connection 
will be made with other cities: The maxi- 


phone will be 888 yearly, as against $125, the 
present rate over the Bell phones. 


Big Sum Will Be Well Spent. 

Nearly $2,500,000. will be expended imme- 
diately on the installation of the first 20,000 
instruments. The Automatic Electric com- 
pany is a Chicago firm with a factory at Van 
Buren and Morgan streets. 

The telephone instruments of the new sys- 
tem are of the Swedish pattern, the type 
which is in use in Europe. 
the receiver and transmitter are light in con- 
struction and are mounted together 80 as to 
| be helé in one hand. All connections are 
made automatically by revolving a dial to 
| the numbers required. 


|| The conference of the receivers and the 


reorganization committee of the Chicago 
Subway company, which was concluded 
during the day, voted the $2,500,000 required 
for the installation of the frst 20,000 instru- 
ments. According to David R. Forgan, this 
money will be raised on receivers’ certificates 
of the Subway company. 


Agrees on Way to Reise Funds. 

„We are virtually agreed on this way of 
raising the funds,“ he said. ‘“ Personally I 
think that is the proper way to do it. 

“The receiver's certificates are market- 
able, are available at once and represent 
assets which are physically, identified with 
the telephone system. 

It is not possible to say. at this moment 
the exact date on which the securities will 
be placed on the market, but it will be with- 
out delay.’’ 

We will begin by tearing out the old type 
instruments now in use on the tunnel cir- 
cult,“ said Joseph Harris. The apparatus 
put in will all be of the latest modern type. 
Twenty thousand telephones will be ready 
for service within the year. We will be 
prepared to add to this number as fast as 
may be required.“ 

The receivers intend to comply with the 
terms of the tunnel franchise and bring this 
telephone system up to a standing worthy 
of Chicago’s needs,” said L. C. Krauthoff, 
representing the Armour interests. The 
contract we have drawn is for a minimum of 
20,000 automatic telephones. There is no 
maximum. The more we can get in use the 
better. The extension of the n Will de 
pushed energetically.” 


Make Most of the Wenden 


We have not discussed the reorgeniza- 
tion of the company,” said Charles G. Dawes. 
„Our attention has been directed to making 
the most of the telephone system.“ 

It may be pointed out that in order to 
keep alive the franchise of the Tunnel com- 
pany the 20,000 telephones must be installed 
befmre June, 1911. 

Automatic telephone systems ith as are 
to be introduced in Chicago are now in serv- 
icé in Columbus, O.; Dayton, O.; Grand Rap- 
ids, ich.; St. Paul, Minn.; Honolulu, Havana, 
Cuba, and other cities. Los Angeles has a 
circuit of 85,000 subscribers and San Fran- 
cisco has 15,000 instruments already in- 
stalled on a contract calling for 60,000. The 
system is in general use in Europe.

LONG HUNT IS AT AN END. 


Family Holds Faith Until the 
Maimed Form of Rebber 
Is Recovered. 


New York, Jan. 7.—[Special.]—Iseeao Fin- 
kelstein, whose body was found today in a 
tunnel he had dug from the basement of his 
tenement home toward a bank and jewelry 
store, is supposed to have been inspired to 
attempt the robbery which caused his death 
by picture shows depicting crimes of bandits. 

Sappers and miners had been digging 
thirty-eix hours before they. found the body 
of Finkelstein. It lay under the middle of 
the street, a crushed, miry semblance of a 
man, the face in the dirt, the hands stretched 
out in front, pointed toward the millions in 
the vaults of the east side branch of the 
Fourteenth Street bank and the diamonds in 
the window of the jewelry shop next door. 


Family Sees Body Uncovered. 


Finkeletein’s wife and five children saw 


the first stroke of the pick that uncovered 
his shoes. They had been watching the 
sappere in the trench all night and all day. 
Sarah, the oldest child, was hard eyed and 


defiant. 

„My bapa was an honest man,” she said, 
doggedly. He does not dig for anythings. 
He went down into the cellar and fell into a 
hole.” Sarah ie 11. Her mother, not less loyal 
but wiser, rocked to and fro, Weeping silent- 
ly, and would neither be comforted nor ask 
hel 

— Finkelstein was a good natured, easy 
going house painter. He knew nothing about 
driving tunnels. He had only the rudest 
tools, no timber to shore up the roofs and 
walls of his burrow, no burglar’s kit to bore 
through the concrete and steel walls of the 
bank vaults, no adequate idea of the elab- 
orate precautions constantly on watch in- 
side those walls against him, no revolver for 
the ever possible crisis—nothing but his 
guilty dream. And the dream collapsed! 


Constant Picture Show Watcher. 

Finkelstein was a patron of the east side 
moving picture theaters, and many and many 
a successful bank robbery had he seen flashed 
briefly on the white sheet by the calcium light. 
These things may have worked on the imag!- 
nation of the easy going painter, with five 
children to eupport. If they did, he must 
have thought of them every time he looked 
out of his garret window, for behind him, on 
the dead wall of the bank, flared the legend: 
“* Deposits $10,000,000," and by craning his 
neck a little he could see the diamonds of 
Zirinsky, the jeweler, burning in the window 
of the brilliantly HMghted shop. 

But nobody knows what Finkelstein 
thought, unless it be Isidor Garbus, his 
prother-indtaw, who reported his disappear- 
ance to the police. Isidor ie detained as a 
witness, but there is no proof he had 8 
knowledge of the tunnel.

TWO OF THE THUGS HURT. 


Captured, the Men Admit Bui glary of 
Ypsilanti, Mich,, Jewelry Store. 


Ypsilanti, Mich, Jan. 7—One man was 
killed, one fatally ¢njured, and two others 
seriously hurt in a revolver battle early to- 
day between three alleged jewelry store burg- 
lars and the baggagetnan and ticket clerk at 
the Michigan Central depot.

Meanwhile Baggageman Henry C. Minor 
wes engaged in a pistol duel with one of the 
other suspecte. After several shots he re 
celved a mortal wound in the throat and 
staggered out of the station and fell dead in 
the road.

The verses in this 
book were written at various times, most of 
them about 1866, but the one that he wrote re- 
cently on George Meredith is included. itis 
a curious. kind of poetry, and is realiy more 
like prose than verse, and yet it is not with- 
out attraction. I don’t believe that Hardy 
will ever be called a poet, though I have no 
doubt that he would rather be called that 
than a novelist. It is the old atory of the 

comedian who wants to play Hamlet and the 
tragedian who would play Petruchio, Un- 
poetic as many of these poems are, I like 
them, for they say something, which cannot 
be eaid of all verse. 

I think that the best way to write about 
thie book isto quote fromit. Except that he 
writes in rhymes, it reminds one more or lesa 
of Whitman. N 10 quite as much in the talk- 
ing vein as was the manner of the good gray 
poet. For example, take Tue Rejected 
Member's Wife":

Nothing save her conversation 
was wanting to make Louis perfect. Neither the 
cardinal nor the queen mother was likely to act 
upon the suggestion; and the fact that Christina 
offered it, tf true, argues a hardy indiference to 
their opinion. 

Her visit to Ninon paid, abe had proceeded on 
her way to Italy, her entry into Turin furniehing 
the occasion for one of those magnificent spectacu- 
iar displays she loved. It was unfortunate that it 
was succeeded by a collision on a matter of eti- 
quette between Christine of France, dowager duch- 
ess, and her Swedish namesake, the difficulty of 
precedence being overcome by a pretended iliness 
of the queen, which obliged her to receive the 
duchese in bed.

Christina had her faults, and she may 
have been all that her enemies claim, but she 
certainly was an interesting woman and has 
been the subject of many interesting books, 
of which this is not the least, for in con- 
densed form we get at the whole history of 
her strenuous life.

Lanciani’s “Wanderings in the 
Roman Campagna; Miss Col- 
well’s asta 


R. ENOS A. MILLS, the well known 
forester, who for the last twenty 
years has lived among the mountains 
of the west, has recounted some of 
his most stirring experiences in 

“WILD LIFE IN THE ROCKIES” 
(Houghton, Mifflin company). Mr. Mills is 
a natural story teller, and the accent of 
truth in his stories, added to the remarkable 
character of certain of his adventures, make 
the book an exceptional one. 

Whether he describes a snow slide, an eleo- 
tric storm, a fight with bears, a return 
horse, a faithful dog, or a mountain climb 
he — himself interesting. The stories 
do not all, however, concern themselves with 
adventurings, perils, and escapes. Mr. Mills 
is a patient and trained observer of nature, 
and hie chapters on the beaver, on the thou- 
sand year pine, on Bob and other birds, and 
on the Colorado snow, are not only inform- 
ing, but are filled with the personality of 
the man. He is one of those men for whom 
the companionship of nature will suffice for 
a long time. The scent of the camp fire is 
dear to his nostrils, the cry of the solitaire 
suite him better than an orchestra, and the 
climbing forests of the mountains bring te 
him the thrill that the thronged city streets 
give other men. 


It is a far cry from the Rockies to the 
Roman Campagna, not only geographically 
and geologically, but in many other ways as 
well. One is at the beginning of its history 
if the relationship of man means history 
the other grows lush grasses over the sites 
of many forgotten cities, and is old and rich 
in memories and in tombs. No man living 
today i@ so fit to write the history of these 
storied fields as Rodolfo Lanciani, and hie 
imposing volume, WANDERINGS IN THE 
ROMAN CAMPAGNA,” seeme to fill an 
hiatus in Malian chronicle. (Houghton, Mif- 
Nin & Co.) The first men to settle upon these 
swampy plains, Lanclani submits, were the 
Sicull, semi-savage tribesmen of the neo- 
lithic epoch. These, routed by the Aborigines 
and the Pelasgians, left their villages behind 
them, and for three centuries the Campagna 
swarmed with a mixed race. Then came the 
Trojan war. 

Then, at about the time of the Trojan war, 
the Latins arrived, coming from myeterious 
scurces, and impelled by one of those curious 
race movements which defy any explanation 
save a providential one. Some indications 
of civilization appeared, and presently the 
building of cities began. Veil, Nomentum, 
Tibur, Praeneste, Tu&sculum, and Boville 
were connected with Rome by beautiful vine- 
yards, groves, and orchards; and farther on, 
beyond stretches of melancholy waste lands, 
lay other cities. It is with the story and tha 
fate of these towns that the first portion of 
Lanciani's book concerns itself. He passes, 
however, presently to the consideration of 
yet more interesting matter, reviewing the 
Campagna Horace knew and the splendid 
experiments of Hadrian. ‘“ The Land of 
Gregory the Great.“ The Land of Cicero,“ 
“The Land of Pliny the Younger,’ and 
“The Land of Nero“ successively engage 
his attention. To the description of each 
civilization the historian is, it is needless to 
say, adequate. The theme is one which in- 
trigues his ardent interest. He is fascinated 
not alone by the development of first one and 
then another phase but by the hiatuses 
which emphaéize the significance of these 
civilimations. For example, previous to the 
Augustan age, the district of Antium prac- 
tically was depopulated for three centuries. 

Speaking of the Campagne as the store- 
house of the sculptured treasures of antiqui- 
ty, he says: During the long period in 
which I have taken an active interest in anti- 
quarian research some 2,000 pieces of sculp- 
ture have been dug out of the soil of Rome 
and the Campagna, including statues, busts, 
heads, bas reliefs, friezes, and sarcophagi. 
Busts and portrait heads are Roman work 
of imperial times; statues and bas reliefs are 
but reproductions of lost Greek originals, 
the existence of which would otherwise have 
been known only from the descriptions of 
Pliny and Pausanias, Where, he inquires, 
have the original Greek masterpieces van- 
ished which Roman conquerers and Roman 
emperors are known to have removed by the 
thousand from Magna Grecia, Sicily, 
Greece, and Asia Minor; and to have carried 
home as spoils. of war or else by theft or pur- 
chase? From a description of Rome 
written A. D. 546, by Zacharias, a Byzantine 
historian, we gather that toward the middle 
of the sixth century of our era there were left 
standing in public places 3,890 works of art 
—one-third as many as were still kept at that 
time in private palaces, gardens, and villas. 
Of this immense collection only eleven speci- 
mens have come down to us.“

TRUCE IN STATION FIGHT. 


Illinois Central to Maintain Its 
Thirty-first Street Depot 
Until Dewey’s Return. 


After meeting for two days in the effort 
to reach an agreement as to a basis of re- 
duced special passenger fares for 1910, the 
passenger officials of the western roads yes- 
terday referred the question back to the 
executive officers, The latter had previously 
given instructions to majntain rates at a 
minimum of 2 cents a mile as far as possible. 
and to a@vance the maximum homeseekers 
rates $5 from Chicago and 362.50 from St. 
Louis, When it came to the practical appli- 
cation of this decision the passenger men 
failed to come to any understanding. 

As a result all applications for reduced 
fares for conventions up to the first of May 
have been declined, and the homeseekers’ 
rates for the regular excursion on Jan. 18 
will be the same as for last year. The larger 
conventions come late in the summer. Be- 
fore that time, it is predicted, the former 
basis of a fare and one-half for the round trip 
will have been reaffirmed. 

The rates of a fare and one-half for the 
round trip to the Chicago Association of 
Commerce merchants’ meetings will be made 
effective on lines from Kansas City to Chi- 
cago, ahd similar rates will be made to St. 
Louis. 


Hearing on a Rate Question.

Fuel Difficulties Are Dis- 
turbing Factors. 


“EXPECTED TO END goon. 


Conditions Favorable for More |# 
Extended Operations in Busi- 
ness During 1910. 


In its weekly review of Chica 


o trade Dun’s 
Review, published by R. G. Din & Co., will 
say today: 


“The annual balances proved encouraging 


and the new year opened with business con- 


ditions favorable for more extended opera- 
tions in the principal industries. Blizzard 
weather is responsible for slow freight move- 
ments and fuel difficulties interfere with 
steady operation of various plants here and 
et outside points. These troubles are but 
temporary, the volume of new demands for 
manufactured products continuing to show 
accumulation. 

“Larger drawing upon capacity and in- 
crease of hands appear in iron and wood- 
working. Substantial tonnages are booked 
for pig iron at firm quotations, and heavy 
contracts are under negotiation for 3 
plates, bars, and structural shapes. Spec 
cations come forward freely from the rai 
roads, and it is clear that much equipment 
is required for early installations. : 


Much Work on Hand. 

“Farm implement, shoe, and furniture 
makers have much work on hand. There is 
also notable increase in orders for future de- 
Jiveries of electric supplies, special machin- 
ery, and heavy hardware. The markets for 
raw materials reflect steady receipts, but the 
absorption widens in hides, leather, minor 
metals, and lumber. 

Building materials also are in much 
fequest, and the planing mills have consid- 
erable work ahead. Distribution of com- 

modities is seen to be lessened, owing to 
transportation and wire troubles, but lead- 
ing retail lines make successful clearance 
sales and local and interior stocks of general 
merchandise undergo adequate reduction. 

Visiting buyers attend the jobbing mar- 
kets in gratifying numbers and the genera! 
demand stimulates activity in the principal 
staples. More interest is manifested in dry 
goods, many dealers showing anxiety to pro- 
tect themselves against rising cost tenden- 
cies and threatened shoriage of certain tex- 
tiles. Buying started wellin footwear, wool- 
ens, and apparel. 


Western Demand for Necessaries. 

“Advices from the western territory indi- 
cate an unusually good trade in necessaries. 
Mercantile collections show well for both 
city and country, and the demand for ac- 
commodation in most of the commercial 
lines continues to maintain firmness in the 
discount rate, best name paper being quot- 
ed at 5 and 5% per cent. 

“Speculation in the primary markets for 
breadstuffs and meats has forced a further 


rise in values. The growing winter wheat 


and rye are reported to be well covered by 
recent snowfall, but adverse conditions 
prevent grain hauling over roads. 

“The total movement of grain at this 
port, 5,131,350 bushels, compares with 6,365,- 
723 bushels last week and 6,476,548 bushels 
a year ago. Compared with 1900 decreases 
appear in receipts of 9.2 per cent and ship- 
ments 37.7 per tent. 

“Flour receipts were 144,497 barrels, 
against 112,271 barrels last week and 141,264 
barrels a year ago, while the shipments were 
00,006 barrels, against 93,135 barrels last 
week and 115,806 barrels in 1909. 


Comparison in Other Lines. 

“Live stock receipts were 247,976 head, 
against 206,289 head last week and 349,062 
head in 1900. Receipts of hides, 8,445,900 
pounds, compare with 2,544,678 pounds last 
week and 3,077,456 pounds last year.
